The future of the Fair depends upon an in- 
creased attendance, and the attendance de- 
pends upon the railroads. first half of 
the Exposition period was passed yesterday, 
and it leff the corporation with a floating in- 
debtedness of $1,000,000, and other lia bili- 
ties making the approximate sum $6,881,200. 
The average paid attendance up to 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon was 73,600. This has 
no regard to free admissions of any 


character. If the Fair is to pay its debts, ’ 


there must be from now on an average at- 
tendance of at least 100,000 people who pay 
their way. ; ; 

During the last week a special committee 
of the Board of Directors has been endeavor- 
ing to figure out how the Exposition can be 
made to pay its indebtedness. Auditor Ack- 
erman was called upon early in the week to 
submit am estimate of all liabilities. This 


his assistant, G. V. Barrington, completed up 


to July 27 and turned over to the committee. 
This shows that nothing less than an average 
of 100,000 people daily will let the company 
out even on its obligations. While no more 
than that is expected there is still hope that 
during the aext three months there may be 
an increased attendance. The reason for ex- 
pecting larger crowds are based upon the rec- 
ords of previous Expositions. The attendance 
at the Centennial gradually increased as the 
Exposition neared its close, and during the 
last fifteen days in November the average 
was far beyond that of any other period.

bear interest for one year. 

The money to be realized from this time on 
from souvenir coins Will not amount, it is 
estimated, to more than $250,000.

Estimates Made on Salvage. 

At one time the management figured on 
over $1,000,000 in the way of salvage. This 
estimate has been gradually cut down until 
$800,000 is considered liberal.

} pany carrying out the contract to remove 


the buildings by Jan. 1, 1894, the sal- 
vage will be materially reduced. It 
has taken three years to build the Exposition 
and no one believes the structures can 
be advantageously torn down in two months. 
Nothing but dynamite could remove the Man- 
ufactures Building in sixty days. There is a 
vast quantity of glass in the buildings and one 
Exposition official figures it but that the 
glass itself, if carefully wefmoved, would pay 
the expense of tearing down the structures. 
The sale of the remainder of the material 
would be clear gain. But, barring the great 
iron trusses in the Manufactures, Mines, and 
Machinery Buildings, the construction ma- 
terial is chiefly plaster and wood. The latter 
is fit for little else than kindling. The old 
Exposition Building, which stood for years 
on the Lake-Front, sold for less than $5,000. 
It was constructed of brick and iron, 

The admissions to the Fair have been some- 
thing of a disappointment. While over four 
times as greatas the paid attendance at the 
Centennial, it still has not been large enough 
to meet expectations or promise financial re- 
turns to stockholders. A gradual increase, 
however, may be observed from May 1 to 
July 31. May was the poorest month, the 
total paid admissions being 1,050,037. - This 
number was more than doubled in June, when 
the paid admissions reached 2,675,118. The 
paid admissions in July up to 2 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon were still better, the num- 
ber being 2.750,661. Free admissions, in- 
cluding return checks, have been liberal. 
During May the number reached 481,947. In 
June the free admissions, including return 
checks, amounted to 902,721. In July the 
free admissions, including return checks, 
were 1,204,361. 

Tell the Story Day by Day. 

The official tables prepared in the office of 
Supt. Tucker of the Bureau of Admissions 
tell the story day by day of the attendance, 
including paid admissions and return checks. 
The system of return checks averaged during 
the month of July about 12,000 a day, and 
have become confused with passes.

~The Pope has been engaged for several 
months upon an encyclical to all the rulers in 
Christendom. As previous encyclicals have 
shown, his Holiness has the labor question 
near to his heart. He has had for along time 
a lively hope that before the end of his pon- 
tificate he could be instrumental in effecting 
a better condition of the masses of 
the people and a friendlier feeling 
between the capitalist and the operative! 
The correspondent has seen the encyclica 
which the Pope will issue shortly and is able 
to cable in advance an English translation, 
which covers all the points and adheres close- 
ly to the original text. It is said this en- 
cyclical will be sent to each of the various 
Christian powers in the language of that 
power, and not to all in Latin. 

His Holiness has not been well this summer 
and his work has been delayed by his suffer- 
ing under the extreme heat, which has emptied 
Rome of all the wealthier class. 

As the encyclical has not been formally ut- 
tered yet it may be subjected to some slight 
modifications, but it is practically complete. 
Its strong and even startling statements, so 
impressive when coming from the head of the 
Roman Catholic Church, will not be changed, 
as they are the deliberate results of the most 
patient and earnest study on the part of his, 
Holiness. Following is a full translation: 

Property is an essential element to social order 
for the preservation and development of human 
life, and divine law has declared property sacred. 
“Cursed be he who removeth his neighbor's land- 
mark.” But the poor have, nevertheless, a right 
to be assisted by the rich; not by indiscriminate 
almsgiving, but by preparing such employment 
for them as was useful. “If a man will not work 
neither shall he eat.“ But if he have no work it 
is plainly the duty of those who can do so to pro- 
vide it for bim. 

Reform Should Progress with Time. 

Constitutions and laws have their foundation 
in the character an@ the traditions of nations 
and peoples, and they are the work of God 
through the centuries, as the history of every 
country shows. But no law which wanders from 
religion or tends to subvert it can be otherwise 
than defective, and in time must come to naught. 
Society is not a human invention, but a divine 
inspiration, for the real social contract is not 
merely a right between man and man, but between 
man and God. Where the individual fulfills his 
duty to God he cannot fail in performing his 
duty to society. 

This legitimizes property. No so-called right 
has any sanction if not sanctioned by God, and no 
usurpation of others’ rights can expect the biess- 
ing of heaven. Men talk of reason as their 
guide. But the theory of the sovereignty of 
reason is the source of all injustice, for each pre- 
tends to have reason for himself and each arro- 
gates to himself the right of making his own 
ideas triumphant as the most useful to his coun- 
try. Each has his plan of action or of reform. 

Reform to be useful and to produce salutary 
and las effect must be opportune dnd ma- 
tured, should be imposed by circumstances 
and shöuld progress with time, which is the first 
minister of the Creator, for man is the uncon- 
scious instrament of God. Men act with an in- 
‘extricable confusion of ideas, passions, and in- 

| i upon each 


terests. They impose unceasingly 


of an infinitismal detail of an immense work, ig- 
norant of the general plan. His horizon is a 
cloudy atmosphere, hiding the skies beyond. 

Rulers stand toward their people as magis- 
trates of heaven. How great, then, is their re- 
sponsibility! How much it behooves them to 
seek out the welfare of the toiling masses who 
appeal to them for justice! 

The social question should be placed on a re- 
ligious basis if we would obtain at once a philo- 
sophical and practical solution of the difficulty. 
The divine decree is that man shall eat bread by 
the sweat of his brow and the apostolic injunc- 
tion declares that if a man will not work neither 
shall he eat. 

Having then established these premises it be- 
comes an absolute necessity in human society 
that legislation, in accordance with the com- 
mands of -God and religion, should ‘follow and 
keep pace withthe times for the protection of 
those who obey the universal order of the Creator 
and Preserver of all things. 

Atheism and a departure from the Christian 
faith are the great aids and stimulants of an- 
archy and socialism. The Christian faith alone 
is the bulwark of social order. Where Christian 
institutions and customs are not maintained in a 
State there must be disorder, bewilderment, and 


decay. 


Legislation Not Duly Enacted, 

Atthis moment Europe isin the throes of an 
immense upheaval of society, in which one vio- 
lent struggle succeeds another unceasingly. In 
many cases the reason is to be foundin the fact 
that .legislation has not been duly en- 
acted, for every person should have his 
legitimate part in the benefits of society 
according to the order of providence. 
This state of unrest is not confined to the work- 
ing classes, properly so called. It has taken root 
and is bearing fruit in the more cultivated part 
of society. The masses who do not perceive the 
niceties of light and shade, seeing those moving 
in a superior condition of life, adherents of the 
principles of socialism, allow themselves to be 
led blindly by agitators “ho have no real inter- 
est in the cause they so .oudly uphold beyond a 
sordid or a selfish one. 

This is why strikes are so unproductive of ben- 
eficial results. Placedon a basis more social 
than economic, being more of a struggle than a 
pacification, more an aggression than a defense, 
the strike loses its natural aspect and hides its 
essence. 

A strike can be justified only as a means of de- 
fense when an individual’s interest is attacked. 
Never can it be justified as a collective arm of 
aggression. Man has ‘a nataral right to live and 
to work. As a meansof procuring a living he has 
a rigbt to remove every obstacle in his work 
and to get the value of his labor. And therefore 
when his labor is neither productive nor remu- 
nerative he has a right to refuse te continue it. 
But an industrial right cannot be transformed 
into a collective right; nor can an arm of defense 
be changed into an arm of aggression to cause a 
means of good to degenerate into a 
source of harm. An aggressive strike is not 
reciprocal between operative and operatives, but 
an instrument of attack upon the proprietor and 
property. 

Striker Is Not a Free Being. 

The operative on strike is a passive and dom- 
inated instrument, not an intelligent and free 
being. While his action lessens the capital of 
his employer it puts no money into his own 
pocket. Ree a 

The struggle against iMegal coercion is one of 
the glories of the Catholic Church, and this, as 
well as the welfare of the people, should always 
be uppermost in the minds of every government. 
If the discontented operative is to be detached 
from anarchistic socialism his wants must 


ther understood by lus rulers, who must not 


leave to unscrupulous agitators the monopoly of 
social reform. Nor should it be forgotten that 

many who range themselves under the banner of 

socialism repudiate everything illegal in the pro- 

gram of anarchy, accepting only ‘those things 

which regard the resolving of the urgent diffi- 

culties of economical and political reform de- 

manded by the exigencies of society.

Laws have been made almost universally 
for the protection of ‘womengand children 
in factories and elsewhere, but 
in how many cases have these laws been en- 
forced? Inspectors of work should be appointed 
everywhere whose duties should to see that 
these laws are not infringed. Thus the blessing 
of heaven may: rest upon nations and a more 
calm and equitable state of things might be ex- 
pected. 


CATTLEMEN CUT FENCES TO GET WATER. 


Trouble Between English Owners of Big 
Ranches and Smaller Proprietors, 

Panis, Tex., July 31.— There is serious 
trouble among the cattlemen in the Pan- 
handle. As usual it is a fight between big 
ranchmen, representing English syndicates, 
and the owners of the smaller 
ranches. Water is scarce, and, as 
the syndicates have all the principal 
streams fenced up, the smaller cattlemen are 
shut off from water, and have proceeded to 
cut fences and open the way for their suffer- 
ing stock to quench their thirst. Rangers are 
patrolling the country and the cattlemen are 
up in arms, insisting that the water 
shall be open to all. Saturday a 
man representing the English syndicate 
was shot deadin the depot at Childress by 
one of the Beckams, who own a large ranch 
and are leading the fight against the syndi- 
cates. Beckam was surrounded in the depot 
until friends came and rescued him. The sit- 
uation is complicated and bloody conflicts are 
likely to occur at any moment.

Quota of the Government for July Falls 
Short 2,116,000 Ounces. 

Wasutineton, D. C., July 31.—For the first 
time since the passage of the Sherman silver 
law the Treasury this month failed to buy the 
full quota of 4,500,000 ounces of silver. The 
total purchase for the month was 2,384,000 
ounces, leaving a shortage of 2,116,000 
ounces. The amount purchased today was 
216,000 ounces at the counter figure of 70.30 
cents per ounce. The offerings were 318,000 
ouncés at 70.50@71.50 cents.

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Flames Do Vast Damage Cyclone Adds to

Hennessey, Ok., July 31. —[Special.]—

While the flames were at their height 
another demon of destruction, the cyclone, 
came sweeping down from the northwest, car- 
rying with it the fire and spreading it for miles 
around. i 

San Francisco, Cal., July 31.— The entire 
fire department responded to a general alarm 
for fire which originated on the fourth floor 
of Buyer & Reichs’, importers of fanc 
goods and notions at Nos. 221 and 223 Bush 
street, this evening, and destroyed the build- 
ing.

Italian warship Etna arrived in port at 8 
o’clock last night. Passing the fort opposite 
the city it fired a salute of twenty-one guns. 
The salute, however, was unacknowledged and 
in consequence ‘Admiral Magnaghi is much 
annoyed. When he learned of the action of 
the Mayor in refusing to countenance the ar- 
rival of the Etna in any way he was amused. 
He said: Can you tell me what religion has 
got to do with politeness? Surely a man can.

EXPLAINED 


The Populist members of the falsely styled 
„ Bimetallic” conventior. which meets here 
today declare with one voice that the Sherman 
law shall not be repealed unless some ade- 
quate, compensatory substitute for it is 
adopted by Congress. 

They leave no room for doubt as to what 
they think would be an adequate substi- 
tute.” They say that they must have free 
coinage of silver dollars on the ratio of 16 to 
1, thus putting in the dollar only 371 grains 
of silver, which are equal in value all over the 
world only to 12 grains of gold, while the 
gold dollar contains 23% grains. The 
„ rime of which they talk so much is the 
denial of free coinage at that false ratio of 
16 to 1, when the true ratio is about 30.to 1, 
as they well know. 

This request for the free coinage of 54-cent 
dollars cannot be granted. The great major- 
ity of the people of the United States would 
rise up in revolt against such a monstrous 
project. No such bill can pass Congress and 
even it did it could not obtain the President's 
signature. His veto club would smash it, for 
no one, not even the wildest Populist, claims 
that a free coinage bill could get a two-thirds 
vote in both Houses over the veto. 

Since itissoclearly an impossibility for 
the Populists to.get what they profess to want 
it is inexplicable that they have not turned 
from the utterly impracticable to the practi-- 
eable and urged the adoption of the Windom 
scheme, which was submitted to Congress by 
the then Secretary of the Treasury in June, 
1890. His plan, if adopted, would give free 
circulation as money to all the silver produced 
in this country, and would tend to increase the 
market price of silver bullion while it could 
not disturb in the least the gold standard of 
this country or break down the value of United 
States notes below the gold standard. 

In order that the Windom plan may be 
more fully understood than it appears to be 
the essential portions of it, as set forth in the 


June ef 1890, are as follows: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, etc. That any owner of 
silver bullion the product of the mines of the 
United States or ores smelted or fefined in the 
United States may deposit the same at any coin- 
age mint or at any assay office in the United 
States that the Secretary of the Treasury may 
designate, and receive therefor Treasury notes 
hereinafter provided for equal at the date 
of deposit to the net value of such silver at 
the market price, such price to be determined by 
the Secretary of the Treasury under rules and 
regulations prescribed, based upon the price cur- 
rent in the leading silver markets of the world; 
but no deposit consisting in whole or in part of 
silver bullion or of foreign silver coins imported 
into this country, or bars resulting from melted 
or refined silver coins, shall be received under 
the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall cause tobe prepared Treasury notes in 
such amount as may be required for the purpose 
ofthe above section andin tuch forms and de- 
nominations as he may prescribe; provided, that 
no note shall be of a denomination less than $1 
nor more than $1,000. 

Sec. 8. That the notes issued under this act 
shall be receivable for customs, taxes, and all 
public dues, and when received into the Treas- 
ury may be reissued, and such notes when held 
by any national banking association shall be 
counted as part of its lawful reserve. 

Sec. 4. That the notes issued under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be redeemed upon de- 
mand at the Treasury of the United States or at 
the office of an Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States by the issue of a certificate of deposit for 
the sum of the notes so presented, payable at one 
of the mints of the United States, in an amount 
of silver bullion equal in value on the date of 
said certificate to the number of dollars stated 
therein at the market price of silver, to be deter- 


redeemed in gold coin at the option of the gov- 
erument; provided, that upon demand of the 


dollars. 

Sec. 6 provides that the Secretary with the 
President's approval can suspend the receipt of 
bullion when satisfied that through combinations 
or speculative manipulation of the market the 
price of silver is arbitrary, nominal, or fictitious. 

Sec. 11 provides that nothing in the act shall 
prevent the purchase of silver bullion for subsid- 
| jary silver coinage when needed. 

All the silver legislation has been com pro- 
mise legislation. The Bland-Allison law of. 
1878 was a compromise. So was the Sher- 
man act of 1890. In neither case were the 
free coinage people able to secure what 
they demanded. They cannot succeed now 
when the conditions are so much more unfa- 
vorable for them than in those years. But 
| perhaps Congress might accept the Windom 
plan as a compromise substitute for the badly 
working Sherman law. This much is certain: 
that no concession will be made the silver.

THE OUTCOME OF THE SIAM AFFAIR. 

The appropriation of the territory east of 
the Me-Kong River by France is but another 
step in French colonization. In 1815 the 


territory on one pretext or another. In 1863 
theadjoining Province of Cambodia on the 
north fell into its hands. In 1884, after-a 
fierce struggle, France seized Tonquin, and 
shortly afterwards Annam was appropriated 
in order to make the new French territory 
continuous and consolidated. This entire area 
contains 141,000 square miles and 17,800, 
000 of population. The new térritory repre- 
sented a long narrow peninsula almost pre- 
cisely the shape of Italy, the China Sea on 
the east and south, China and British Burmah 
on the north, and Siam on the west. A range 
of mountains follows the line of the French 
coast on the west which the Siamese have 
claimed is the natural western boundary of 
Annam. To the west of these mountains lies 
the’ great River Me-Kong, running through 
British Burmah, China, and Siam, and empty- 
ing into the sea through French soil. The 
territory between the river and the mountains 
once belonged to Annam, and the Annamese 
claim that this river and not the mountains 
is their natural boundary. The advent of a 
French steamer on this river and the establish- 
ment of trading posts on soil claimed by Siam 
led to aggressions and the eventual killing of 
a French Commissioner, with which the pub- 


lic is familiar, as well as with the details of 


the quarrel between France and Siam. As

The Government of Siam unreservedly has 


accepted the French ultimatum and the 
French Government formally has accepted 
the Siamese concessions. All danger of war 
between France and Siam is over, and a dis- 
patch from Paris states that upon representa- 
tions made by Lord Dufferin the question of a 
neutral zone between French possessions in 
Siam, Britisn Burmah, and the Shan States 
has been settled satisfactorily, whereupon 
France agrees to raise its blockade at once. 
The exact area of this neutral zoneis not 
stated and we are still somewhat in the dark 
as to the exact size of the new territory ac- 
quired by France. It is clear, however, that 
a big slice of Siam has gone. Who will take 
the rest of the loaf? Will England proclaim 
a protectorate over all of Siam west of the 
Me-Kong River? 


ADVANTAGES OF THE WINDOM PLAN 
OVER THE SHERMAN ACT. 

Had the Windom plan of dealing with silver 
been adopted three years ago instead of that 
of the Sherman law more silver would have 
been purchased from the silver miners at its 
market price in gold than has been bought 
under the law of 1890 at the price paid. 
Hence the miners would have fared better 
under the former than the latter. So, too, 
would the government. In redeeming its 
Treasury notes now it has the option of doing 
it with 100 cent gold or with 54 cent silver 
dollars. While the Treasury has the option 
it dare not use its power and pay out the half 
worthless silver dollars, as that act would 
knock down all the paper currency to the 54 
cent silver dollar stand ird and smash up all 
deposits and credits in the same proportion. 

The Windom pian would have breathed life 
into the silver bullion which lies idle now in 
the Treasury vaults. By that plan the gov- 
ernment would have had a silver as well as a 
gold reserve and could have redeemed its 
Treasury notes either in gold or in silver bars 
equal to gold in value. Hence the notes would 
always be at par with gold and there would be 
no distrust of the power.of the Treasury to 
keep all of its paper currency at par. The 
sil ver bullion paid out in redemption of the 
notes being exactly equal in value to gold 
payments on that day, no man could con- 
sider himself defrauded or badly dealt with 
when the Treasury employed its option to re- 
deem its notes in silver. He would merely be 
subjected to the inconvenience of handling 
the larger instead of the smaller mass of 
metal, but the intrinsic value would be the 
same, 

It may be objectel that the government 
would be a loser if it gave Treasury notes for 
silver when it was worth 80 cents an ounce, 
and then when silver fell to 70 cents and $800 
in notes was presented for redemption had to 
pay out 1,143 ounces while it had received 
only 1,000 ounces of silver. Were this to 
happen there would be a loss on the amount 
of notes redeemed which would fall on the 
entire nation. But this mere trifle would be 
recompensed a thousand-fold by utilizing 
great quantities of silverin the form of cer- 
_ tificates as money. That loss would not fall 
on the note-holders, however, who were seek- 
ing redemption of their currency in silver. 
They would know that no matter how much 
silver might decline in intrinsic value com- 
pared with gold their notes would be sure to 
be redeemed in silver bullion on the gold 
basis if the Treasury happened to be short of 
gold coin at the time, and ‘that if, after the 
silver reserve, paid out at its gold value, had 
been exhausted, any notes remained out- 
standing and seeking redemption they would 
be redeemed in gold. In fact, with both silver 
and gold for redemption there could be no 
+ such thing as a failure of the Treasury to 
redeem its notes and keep them all at par 
with gold. 

With the Windom plan adopted three years 
ago there could have been no such fall in the 
value of silver as has been experienced since 
then. India would not have stopped free coin- 
age in June last, and there would not have 
been that dread ofa slump to a depreciated 
silver 654-cent basis which has done 80 
much to shake public confidence, cause runs 
of depositors on banks, and to interfere with 
commerce and manufactures most dread- 
fully. The Windom plan would have 
kept silver bullion about stationary with 
where it was in 1890, and indeed 
nicht have raised its value considerably, for 
when foreign nations saw how well the new 
policy worked and how easily silver certificate 
notes could be kept at par with gold they 
would have adopted it and thus secured its 
advantages for themselves. By so doing they 
would have enhanced the bullion value of 
silver, ° 

The Congress of 1890 blundered sadly 
when it rejected Mr. Windom’s advice and 
took the scheme which was thrust upon Sen- 
ator Sherman by the Senate, called “the 
Sherman act.“

DENVER SILVERITES ADVOCATING FIAT 
MONEY. 

Denver has been recognized as the storm 
center of the 54-cent free silver movement. 
It has burdened the Associated Press wires 
with columns of daily pronunciamentos, 
threats, denunciations, and plaints, distrib- 
uted for misinformation broadcast for the 
purpose of impressing its reckless and pre- 
posterous demands upon the minds of the 
public. Now the storm is taking on the char- 
acter of a tornado, the more mischievous ele- 
ments of which are furnished by the fiatists of 
the cotton States and the Populists west of the 
Missouri. The following is its latest de- 
mand” as formulated by a committee ap- 
pointed by the Denver Chamber of Commerce 
and Board of Trade, the Chairman of which 
is ex-Gov. John Evans, formerly of this city, 
a man now of nearly four score years: 

And in order to accomplish this imperatively 
necessary result prays that Congress require the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay out on the debts 
of the government, including pensions, contracts, 
and appropriations and distributions to the 
national bank depositories.for the purpose, all of 
the legal tender silver coin now in the Treasury; 
to require the Secretary of the Treasury to coin 
into legal tender money and pay out in like man- 
ner on the debts of the government all of the 
silver bullion now or = may hereafter be in 
the Treasury, 

That the reserve of #100, 000,000 of gold in the 
Treasury, placed there at the time of the resump- 
tion of specie payments in 1879 to protect the 
credit of the government against the possibility 
of a default in the meeting of its gold liabilities, 
be put in circulation, since the credit of the 


country is so abundantly establisaed all over 


the world that such reservation is no longer re- 
quired ! 

It would thus seem as if the Populist fiat 
money craze has got possession of the men 
who hitherto have been regarded as forming 
the more conservative element in Colorado. 
It is a demand” that the government shall 
deliberately break all its promises of redemp- 
tion of its 800 millions of notes in real 
money. If.it be conceded the 100 millions 
of gold kept for the redemption of the green- 
backs, and which has not only sustained them 
at par for nearly fifteen years but also kept 
at par the silver dollars and the 450 millions 
of paper issued against silver bullion, is to be 
paid out with no referenge to those obliga- 
tions and leave them with no metallic security 
at all. : 

Similarly the silver dollars in the Treasury 
are to be paid out, though against every one 
of them there has been issued a certificate 
that the silver dollar is deposited and lies in 
the Treasury pledged by law to redeem the 
certificate whenever the stock of gold runs 
out. ‘If this lunatic Denver demand was 
complied with the 800 millions of Federal 
paper money now in circulation would be left 
absolutely without any coin redemption by 
the government. 

The result would be flatism of the worst 
kind. Both gold and silver would be driven 
out of circulation by the poorer paper money. 
The gold would fly at the first alarm into hid- 
ing places and the silver crawl after it, going 
out of sight more slowly but not less surely 
or completely. Nothing would be left in eir- 
culation but irredeemable government paper, 
and even the 180 millions of national bank 
notes would drop out, as they are redeemable 
in coin, and the coin would be demanded upon 
them at the earliest moment, because of danger 
that delay would bring loss, as they could*not 
be redeemed in coin after all the coin had dis- 
appeared from circulation. 

The remaining 800 millions of government 
notes would be left in the hands of the people, 
with no redeemer in coin except Wall street 
brokers. It would pay taxes—for a time any- 
how—having that much of value. But for all 
purposes of foreign trade tho money” 
would be handled by brokers, going up and 
down in value, mostly down. And there 
would be no room for such reaction as oc- 
curred in the case of the greenbacks, because 
the redemption of those notes was provided 
for, while for the money wanted by those 
Denver cranks there would be no redemption 
at all except what the Wall street note shavers 
would give for it. Perhaps that would be 10 
cents per dollar in gold or 20 cents in half 
worthiess silver. That is where the Denver 
demand would inevitably land this country. 

It is a beautiful scheme, this Denver rem- 
edy,” so admirably calculated to find employ- 
ment for starving silver miners that one 
would think the latter will go into ecstasies 
when they hear of it as proposed in the house 
of their.alleged friends. 

The thing is a complete selling out to the 
fiat shinplaster Populists.

Senator Wolcott pretends to affirm that in 
his opinion only free coinage alone can save 
the Nation from financial ruin. But free 
coinage did not save India. It made things 
worse and worse in that country. According 
to the London Times some 63 millions of dol- 
lars of free silver was coined in India last 
year, but the price fell lower and lower,’ and 
continued to fall. Then, in order ta save In- 
dia from ruin, its council did substantially 
what France did eighteen years ago to save 
_ itself from free coinage ruin. Jt stopped free 
coinage, ceased to coin silver, and increased 
its gold money. That is what India is now 
doing. It has stopped the coinage of silver 
and is filling up with gold as fast as prac- 
ticable. 

But Senator Wolcott thinks the free silver 
struggle in Congress will narrow down to one 
about the ratio that should be established be- 
tween gold and silver. When that stage of 
the struggle comes the ratio will have to be 
the commercial one, It cannot be arbitrarily 
fixed ata figure giving the silver dollar only 
371 grains when if requires 650 grains of 
silver to equal the value of a gold dollar. It 
should seem that in such case the only possi- 
ble compromise would be along the lines laid 
down. by Secretary Windom in 1890. He 
proposed that silver should circulate free 
as legal tender at its commercial value; 
certificates to be issued by the gov- 
ernment for all American bullion bought 
at its gold value, and those certifi- 
cates to be redeemed on demand in 
silver bars at their commercial value in gold. 
The silver men have never had offered to 
them any better terms than these and never 
will, If Senator Wolcott has sufficient sagac- 
ity to appreciate the scope and value of the 
Windom plan and statesmanship enough to 
seize and adopt it he will have a thousand 
times greater chance of winning his compro- 
mise fight than by persisting in demanding 
that the whole American people shall agree to 
change their money standard from 100-cent 
gold to 54-cent silver dollars, or to fali down 
and worship the cheap silver idol after it has 
been dethroned in India and in all civilized 
nations.

The three bodies found in the lake at Fort 
Sheridan Sunday were positively identified 
yesterday by friends and relatives as those of 
William B. Cornish, Themistocles Frambolis, 
and Harvey Marlow; who were in the yacht 


of July 9. After the identification had been 
established Coroner T. C. Knight of Lake 
County held an inquest. The verdict found 
was accidental drowning. 

Alfred Girard, son of Post-Sergeant Girard 
of Fort Sheridan, was the first to discover 
one of the bodies. After it was dragged 

re the other bodies were sighted and re- 
cael by soldiers from the fort. Charles 
Rowland of River Forest recognized one of 
the bodies, which was dressed in a white 
sweater, light trousers, and tennis shoes, as 
one of the yachting party in the Chesapeake. 
He telegraphed William Avery, No. 333 East

INQUEST ON MISS RIORDAN’S REMAINS. 


Witnesses Tell the Story of Her Awfal 
Death by Impalement. 

The little room over the morgue used by the 
Coroner was crowded when Deputy Coronet 
Corbett and the jury announced their readi- 
ness yesterday to hear testimony in the case 
of Nellie Riordan, who, while riding over the 
Harrison street bridge on a Taylor street car 
Saturday, met death by. being impaled on a 
piece of wood. The car was crowded, having 
sixty passengers on it at the time. When the 
car reached the center of the structure there 
was a sudden lurch and grinding noise, and 
amid the shouts of the conductor and driver 
and the cries of fear from the occupants of 
the front seats of the car there were heard 
heartrending cries of distress, There had been 
an accident and four persons had heen in- 
jured, one of whom, Miss Nellie Riordan, had 
been wounded unto death. 

There were only two persons examined at 
the incuest yesterday. One of them was the 
brother-in-law of the deceased, L. P. Wilso 
No. 14 Sheldon street. He was merely ealied 
to establish her identity. -The other wit- 
ness was Antoine Doreng, No. 283 West Tay- 
lor street. The first thi Mr. Doreng knew 
of the accident was when he heard the 2 
erying out. He was on “the rear seat with 
face toward the East. He turned around to 
see what was going on and found that every 
one on the front seat of the car was endeavur- 
ing to get off. 1 * 1 had already 
been knocked off e saw the 
third on which he 1 
was sitting struck, He identified the 
bar of wood, which had been placed in the 
hands of the Coroner, us the agen cy which 3 
done the damage to the car. earing 
shrieks of agony which the impeled . 
was uttering, Mr. Doreng went to the front 
part of the car to investigate, and saw her on 
the middle of the third seat. He did not, he 
said, see the accident take place. At this 
juncture Mr. Wilson, the brother-in-law of the 
deceased, asked that the inquest be continued, 
as he had been unable to get thé witnesses 
present, being engaged with matters pertain- 
ing to the funeral. Deputy Corbett set the 
hearing for 10 b’clock Thursday morning. 


RESIGNS TO SAVE A VETERAN COMRADE. 


Reason Why Dennis’ Well-Knewn Figure 
Is Gone from the Government Building. 
A conspicuous figure in the Government 
Building has gone. Thomas Dennis yester- 
day resigned his position as watchman so that 
a fellow-employé with a large family might 
not be deprived of the means to support wife 
and children.

AIDING FORD'S THEATER INJURED. 


-Money Enough to Care for Them Until 
Congress Comes to Their Relief. 

Wasmxorox, D. C., July 31.—[Special.]— 
There has been expended thus far about 
$15,000 of the $30,000 subscribed for the 
relief of victims of the Ford’s Theater disaster, 
and the balance on hand will, it is thought, 
suffice until after Congressional action is 
taken. Members of the citizens’ relief com- 
mittee are still looking after the families of 
the dead and injured, wives of the dead clerks 
being allowed $25 per week for their families. 
There were twenty clerks killed in the disaster, 
and two others died from injuries received. 
Ten of the ies were sent out of the 
city. Of the twenty-two dead sixteen were 
men of families — six single men, but in- 
quiry proved that each of the single men was 
supporting a mother, sister, or some other 
relative. This disaster has been the cause of 
six families returning to the homes of kin- 
folk out of the city, taking the remains of 
their husbands with them to be interred. 
Fifty-nine clerks are still absent from duty 
recuperating from bruises. Most of them 
have been granted leaves of absence of from 
thirty to ninety days. There are a number of

HARD TIMES IN CALIFORNIA. 


Many Fruit Factories Not Being Operated 
Money Stringency the Cause. 

San Francisco Chronicle, July 27; The 
condition of the fruit-canning and drying in- 
dustries remains practically unchanged. Of 
about twenty-five canneries in this State pos- 
sibly ten are in operation, and these at one 
half or less than that proportion of their full 
capacity, Many of the packers are simply 
filling a few orders which they have received, 
and their operations are but nominal. 
Of about fifty fruit-drying establishments 
in the State less than one-half are running, 

and these at far below their capacity. There 
is a large crop of the finest fruit in the world, 
but the general financial depression, which 
seems to affect the commercial world in peri- 
odical waves, has caused a stagnation which 
has included in its baneful influence the great 
fryit industry of California. 

The banks in declining to loan money 
to the growers and packers with the 
liberality of previous years are not alone 

the cause of the inactivity of the 
canneries. There has been a falling off in 
the demand for the fruit caused by the finan- 


cial depression in other parts of the world. 


Australia, whieh was once a great market for 
California fruits, is suffering from a financial 
cataclysm caused by fifteen big banking insti- 
tutions going to wreck within a comparatively 
short space of time. The — market is 
overstocked with canned goods at the present 
time. 

The working classes at the East have also 
discuvered that 3 cents’ worth of dried fruit 
when caoked will equal in bulk a can of 
peaches for which they have been accustomed 
to pay 25 cents, and as a rule the difference 
in flavor is with them more than compensated 
for by the reduction in price. 

While the loss to the fruit grower and packer 
is iarge and apparent yet the far-reaching 
damage to other industries is much greater 
and its effects more seriously felt by the com- 
munity at large. To fully realize this fact it 
is only necessary to take for example a can of 
peaches. The fruit in the can only repre- 
sents 20 per cent of its total cost, the re- 
maining 80 N cent eine for labor, sugar, 
tin cans, and labels e magnitude of this 
loss to the State is shown in the . statement 
that the average pack has been 1,200,000 
cases, While this season much less than one- 
half that quantity will be packed. 

The loss to the laboring classes is apparent 
when such a house as the Cutting "Packine 
company, which formerly had a pay roll of 
$5,000 a week during the season, is now pay- 
ing not to exceed $6,000 a month for labor 
and only runding two of its three canneries 
and those on very short time. A. Lusk & Co. 
do not hesitate to say that they will not have 
more than one-half their usual output if they 
do that. 

The Eastern and foreign markets are labor- 
ing under the same monetary conditions as 
California, and the jobbers are only sen lig 
in comparatively smali orders, and cash dis- 
counts are unheard of, as the purchasers all 
demand full time. The local banks do not 
care to make advances on these time drafts, 
even when secured by bills of lading, and thus 
the great fruit industry of the State is crippled 
and ali persons who ha ve depended upon it as 
a source of revenue are the sufferers.
